of some of the branches of the deceased Rajah’s family, at- 
tracted the notice of Colonel Munro, the resideni -at that 
Court; and onan investigation of his Claims, it was manifest 
that his title was invalid-aceording to the laws of the state ; 
aad that the Ranah Letchma Amah, who is in her eighteenth 
wear, was the rightful successor: on the reguit of this invésti- 
gation being known, it appeared to be the. wish of the friends 
of the British Government that the Rajah should be excluded ; 
and i in April last, the resolution was commonicated to. hina 5 bat 
ncotisequence of same resistance, he was placed under an es- 
cart yf the I7th regiment, commanded by Capt. Ogilvie, and 
sparched-}n the 19th March from Trivanderum to Tellicherry. 
Tite next day the Princess Letchma Amah was proclaimed, 
and invested with the Khalut, jewels, and sword of stafe..
